ACCIDENT VERDICT GIVEN 
ON BOY'S DEATH UNDER TRUCK 


MRS. GLEASON LOSES 
ST FOR WSU 


Jury Out 6 1-2 Hours, De- 
cides Against $5000 Claim 
as Widow. 


A -verdict against Mrs. Naomi 
Rogers Gleason was returned by a 
jury in United States District Court 


last evening in her suit to collect 
a $5000 policy issued by the Aetna 
Life Insurance Co. to William Glea- 
son, veteran city fireman and short- 
stop of the old St. Louis Browns, 
who died July 21, 1932. It was the 
second trial of the suit, the first, 
in 1936, having resulted in a jury 
ment. 

Members of the jury, who delib- 
rated six and one-half hours, agreed 
not to discuss their verdict. Mrs. 
Gleason contended that the fireman 
married her in Alton on June 7, 
1931, four months before the policy 
was issued, payable to his estate; 
that he changed the beneficiary to 
her in November, 1931, and that the 
policy became payable to her, there- 
fore, after his death. 

If the jury had found these. con- 
tentions true it would have been 
compelled to return a verdict for 
her under instructions of Judge 
Charles B. Davis. 

Other instructions of the Court 
directed the jury to give its ver- 
dict for Mrs, Gleason unless it 
found that she paid the premiums 
as his wife although she was not 
in fact married to him, or that he 
himself did not apply for a new 
beneficiary or ratfy the change, or 
that his age was understated in the 
application for insurance and was 
a contributing factor in his déath. 
If the verdict had been for her the 
jury might have awarded the full 
amount or, if it found his age had 
been misstated, then a _ lesser 
amount representing the insurance 
paid for under the true age. 

One of the contentions of the 
Aetna was that she paid the prem- 
iums although there was no mar- 
riage, hence she had no insurable 
interest and the policy was a mere 
wagering contract, void as against 
public policy. 

Mrs. Gleason said there was a 
marriage and gave details, She tes- 
tified that although she typed th 
letter of application for change

TRAPPED ROBBERS KILL 
NEW YORK POLICEMAN 


Anothér Officer Wounded by 
5 Men Holding Up Pawn- © 
shop—Two Caught.

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.-Five 
young men shot their way out of 
a police trap in a Bronx pawnshop 
holdup yesterday, killing one po- 
liceman and wounding another, but 
only three of the five escaped. 

One, identified by police as Mar- 
tin J. Lavin, a killer who had 
served time in an insane asylum, 
was shot in the throat and taken 
to a hospital under guard. Another. 
listed as George de Renzzio, 25 
years old, paroled robber, was cap- 
tured after a short chase. 

Sergt. David Kilpatrick, 56, who 
arrived at the pawnshop in a po- 
lice radio car just as the gunmen 
were about to leave, was shot four 
times, twice as he lay prostrate. 
He died on the way to a hospital. 
His companion, Patrolman Royal 
W. Pollitt, 35, felled one of the 
holdup men before a bullet creased 
his chest, tore through his uniform 
and shattered his right arm. 

A second police car arrived too 
late to catch three of the thugs 
who jumped into an automobile and 
escaped, empty-handed, in the 
traffic of the Grand Concourse.
